17 Modified application of certain provisions of 
the Code . - ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything contained 
in the Code or any other law , every offence punish 
able under this Act or any rule made thereunder 
shall be deemed to be a cognizable offence within 
the meaning of clause (c ) of section 2 of the Code 
and " cognizable case" as defined in that clause shall 
be construed accordingly . 

( 2 ) Section 167 of the Code shall apply in relation 
to a case involving an offence punishable under this 
Act or any rule made thereunder subject to the 
modifications that 

( a ) the reference in sub - section ( 1 ) thereof to 
" Judicial Magistrate " shall be construed as a re 
férence to " Judicial Magistrate or Executive Ma 
gistrate" ;

20. Saving . — ( 1) Nothing in this Act shall affect 
the jurisdiction exercišable by , or the procedure ap 
plicable to , any court or other authority under any 
law relating to the naval, military or air forces or 
other armed forces of the Union . 

( 2 ) For the removal of doubts , it is hereby decla 
red that for the purposes of any such law as is re 
ferred to in sub - section ( 1 ) , a Designated Court shall 
be deemed to be a court of ordinary criminal justice . 


( 5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the

21. Rules to be laid before Houses of Parliament. 

Every rule made by the Central Government under 
this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is . 
made, before each House of Parliament, while it is 
in session , for a total period of thirty days which may 
be comprised in one session or in two or more suc 
cessive sessions and if before the expiry of the session : 
immediately following the session or the successive 
sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any 
modification in the rule or both Houses agree that 
the rule should not be made, the rule shall thereafter 
have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
effect, as the case may be ; so , however, that any 
such modification or annulment shall be without 
prejudice to the validity of anything previously done 
under that rule . 


18. Competence of Central Government to exercise 
powers of State Government and delegation of po 
wers . ( 1) Any power exercisable by a State Go 
vernment under this Act may , after consultation 
with the State Government, be exercised by the 
Central Government with the same effect as if such 
power had been conferred directly on the Central 


22. Overriding effect. The provisions of this Act 
or any rule made thereunder or any order made under 
any such rule shall have effect notwithstanding any 
thing inconsistent therewith contained in any enact 
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ment other than this Act or in any instrument having 
effect by virtue of any enactment other than this Act . 


23. Saving as to orders. Where an 
order purports to have been made and 
signed by any authority in exercise of 
any power conferred by or under this Act , 
a court shall , within the meaning of the 
Indian Evidence Act, 1872 , presume that 
such order was so made by that authority . 


24. Protection of action taken under the Act. — 
No suit , prosecution or other legal proceeding shall 
lie against the Central Government or a State 
Government or any officer or authority of the Cen 
tral Government or State Government or any other 
authority to whom powers have been delegated 
under this Act for anything which is in good faith 
done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act 
or any rules made thereunder or any order issued 
under any such rule .
